That Police Whipping Case in 
the Toils. : 


Sergeants Bartley and Pierce Emphati- 
cally Deny the Accusation.

Full Report of the Case that Led 
to the Damaging Statements. 


Narcissus Dubois appeared in the Court of 
Criminal Correction this morning, to answer 
to the charge of grand larceny, preferred by 
Martin L. Willimin, a saloon-keeper at the 
corner of Main and North Market streets. 

The plaintiff charges that on Friday,the 14th 
inst., while he was serving beer in his 
establishment, Dubois picked his pocket 
of $1,900 in notes and $246 in cash. 

Much interest is centered in this case for the 
reason that it was this item which led to the 
Times-Journal publishing a sensational article 
to the effect that two police sergeants a@il an 
officer had whippeda woman to forceja confes- 
sion. The woman alleged to have made this 
damaging statement against the Police is Mrs. 
Dubois, the wife of the prisoner, 
and the officers implicated are 
Sergeants Bartley, Pierce and Officer Grog- 
gin. A PoOsT-DIsPatCH reporter met both 
Sergeants Pierce and Bartley in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, this morning, and they 
denounced the story asa 

PUT-UP JOB, 
emanating from the brain of a reporter with 
a very much diseased imagination. Sergeant 
Pierce stated that the r. with the d. i. 
had called at the Fourth District Station on the 
day in question and represented himself to be 
the representative ofthe Republican. After 
introducing himself he began to make inqui- 
ries about the above mentioned larceny case. 
The Police Sargeant told him to get 
a copy of the PostT-DISPATCH 
of that date and he would there find a faithful 
record of the little game that Narcissus had 
played on the cocktail dispenser. ‘‘But,’’ 
said the reporter, ‘‘there is some true in- 
wardness about this matter,andjl want youjts 
tell me all about it. You 
know the Republican is .a friend of the 
department and always reeiprocates m a sub- 
stantial mauuer for all favors granted.’’ The 
Sergeant answered that he 
HAD NO FAVORITES, 
that he always treated reporters alike, and 
that the representative of one sheet was as 
welcome to the news as the other. Finding 
that he could not unravel the mystery and get 
at the true inwardness of the affair 
from this point, the r. with the d. i. started 
out in search of some one who could throw 
light on the case. Aftersome search he found 
a gray-haired woman at No. 2422 Broadway, 
who told the following 
STORY OF HER WRONGS: 

‘*Two sergeants and an officer came in here 
one day last week and asked me where my 
husband was. I-told them I supposed he was; 
at work. They said they wanted him; that 
he was a d—d thief; that he had stolen a man’s 
pocketbook, and that I knewit. I was sick in 
my bed, as you see me now, and the charge 
shocked me. I did not believe it; God kaows 
that I did not and I do not believe it now. 
I told them that I knew nothing about it. One 
of the sergeants—I don’t know his name— 
said 1 was a damned liarand that I was as 
damned a thief as my husband. I asked him 
if | 

LOOKED LIKE A THIEF. 
I told them 1 had lived here for twenty-four 
years and had nearly a score of grandchildren, 
and that never before had I been so accused. 
3y this time I was feeling much worse, and 
finally I asked them if they would permit nie 


| to leave my room a few minutes to answer one 


of the demands of nature. ‘The sergeant who 
had called mea damned thief said he wouldn’t 
allow it; that I only wanted 
to go to notify my husband. Then I told him 
to step outinthe hallway for a few minutes, 
and he told me he. wouldn’t do it, that I only 

to hide something. I 
then compelled to do the 
duty of nature inthe presence of the officers. 


| They stayed here four hours, and went away. 
| After awhile one of them, the sergeant who 


; abused 


me, came back drunk, and said to 
me: ‘l*’ve got that damned thief of a hus- 
band of vours, and I’ve given him a damned 
good licking besides." ’” 

At this point Mrs. Dubois was suffering so 
severely that she lay back upon her pillow 
and her daughter, Mrs. Shields, took up the 
story. She said: ‘*That same sergeant came 
up to my place, cursed me and s:iid he had 
given cld man Dubois a thrashing.’’ 

This was the story which led to the unusual 
interest which was taken in the case. 

The proceedings were opened this morning 
by 

; THE PLAINTIFF 

taking the stand and relating bow the money 
had been taken away from him. The lawyer 
for the defendant asked, ‘*Mr. Willimin, is it 
not a fact that you were drunk when you lost 
your money?’’ The witness eyed the attorney 
with a look of contempt and answered, ‘*No 
drunker than you are now.’’ This ended his 
examination, and then Sergeant Bartiey, the 
next witness for the State, was ealled. 

When put on the witness stand, he testified 
that he, in company with Sergeant Pierce and 
Officer Goggin, had arrested Dubois at the 
house of the latter. 

The attorney asked the witness whether any 
violence was used to intimidate Dubois’ wife 
in order to get her to turn over the property. 

The officer answered that there was not. 
Sergeant Pierce explained his mission to the 
woman by stating that her husband was 
charged with the larceny of a lotof not s 
valued at $1,900, and that they were there as 
officers of the law to make the arrest. After 
stating their business the offieers ‘searched the 
house and uprodéted part of the stolen prop- 
erto. When asked how it came to be in his 
possession, he statsd thata triend had given 
him the notes. He stuck to this statement, 
and told Captain Burgess and other persons 
the same story. 

On cross-examination the officer denied em- 
phatically having laid violent hands on Du- 
bois’ wife. 

JENNIE SHIELDS 

was the next witness. She testified to having 
called on Mr. Willimin for the purpose of ob- 
taining the reward for the return of the prop- 
erty. She is the step-daughter of Dubois,and 
he had shown her the pocket-book and pa- 
pers, telling her that he had 
found them. She recognized = them 
as Willimin’s property, and at once 
started for that individual’s place for the 
purpose of getting the reward. Her state- 
ment was not delivered in a mannercalculated 
to help the defendant. 

The next witness to take the stand was the 
defendant, who denied having stolen the 
money and notes found. m his possession. 
When askea by the Prosecuting Attorney 
whether he was beaten by Sergeants Bart- 
ley or Pierce he answered that he was 
not. This ended the taking of testimony for 
the defense, and Prosecuting Attorney Hogan 
was onthe point of presenting rebuttal evi- 
dence when he was cut short by Judge Cady,

WASHINGTON, ‘March 21,—The limited di- 
mensions of the Cireuit Court were sorely tax- 
ed this morning by the immense concourse of 
persons assembled to listen to‘ the re- 
sumption of proceedings in the 
ease of Oliver vs. Cameron, The argument, 
which was begun, yesterday afternoon, by 
General Butler, onthe admission of letters 
offered by the plaintiff’s counsel, was contin- 
ued at the opening of gcourt by Mr. Peter, of 
counsel for plaintiff. In the argument of Gen. 
Butler. he claimed that the letters, not hav- 
ing been proved to have been written by Sena- 
tor Cameron, wera clearly inadmissible, and 
added that the defense would prove to the en-

Just as Mr. Peter wes about to embark in 
argument, Jedge Carter decided that; as Mrs.

store, Where Masonie regalia was sold. She 
was working there. He wentto New York 
again in the fall and inquired for plaintiff, but 
she was absent. In 1857 he eguiy visited 
New York and went, in company with 
to an assignation house, and 
there met the plaintiff. She there told 
witness she came to America in 1848 with her 
father. They went to Montreal to live and 
thence to New York, and while in New York 
she had been seduced by a man named Platt, 
under promise of marriage, and that she had 
a child by Platt. She told witness 
HKR NAME WAS MARY ANN M’CAFFREY, 
but did not mention the name of the Duke ef 
Ormond. Witness remained in New York 
fourteen days, and saw  0»plaintiff fre- 
quently. Being in search of a 
sewing woman, he made arrangements t> 
t:ke plaintiff to North Carolina, and took her 
there. He vever knew of her being adopted by 
a family named Stewartin Petersburg. The 
mother of witness never saw plaintiff until 
he took her to Raleigh. He thought she 
werked for him in Kaleigh about three 
mouths. He took her buck to New York, 
atjthe expiration of that time, and there left 
her, but what became of her he could not tell, 
His relations with plaintiff. ceased when she 
returned to New York. In January. 
1352, witness went to Louisville to. enter 
into business, leaving his mother-in Raleigh, 
In March, 1852; he met plaintiff again In New 
York and sent her to Louisville with his 
nephew. In 1851 plaintiff told witness

JEFFERSON CITY, March 20.—The grain 
men have nearly all taken their departure, and 
during the lull Mr. E. Goddard, of St. Louis, 
formerly of Bostog, and the gentleman who 
is determined to tech Western men how to do 
business,and who is also the author ofthe bill 
pending, steps in and desires to have his say. 
Itis truly surprising that this enterprising 
miller had not the courage to be here at the 
same time the grain men were here, but he 
seems to dislike crowds and prefers to work 
by himself and without tke presence of any 
opposition. Mr. Goddard seems to have 
gone to great trouble and expense to get an 
attorney to draft this bill, and, together with 
its introducer, is determined to makea big 
fight.

Butit is use- 
less to attempt to get this bill through, as 
there is not a redeemable feature in it, and 
the General Assembly will sit flat upon it.

AN OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The special committee appoiated to iuvesti- 
gate the fees of State officials in the city of St. 
Louis have prepared the following report, 
which will be presented to-morrow: 

MR. SPEAKER—Your special committee ap- 
pointed by reselution of the House to investi- 
gate the income and emoluments of certain 
of~cers in the city of St, Louis, who exercise 
official functions by authority of State law, and 
to report to this House the facts elicited with 
aviewto proper legislation concerning the 
same, ask leave to submit the following facts 
and recommendations: 

We find that the city of St. Lonis, by the 
adoption of the Scheme and Charter, and the 
consequent abolition{of its county government, 
transferred the functions of certain county 
officials to corresponding county officers, and 
that the fees, commissions and emoluments 
collected by them underthe operations of such 
transfers are retained as perquisites. 

THE RECORDER OF DEEDS 
forms an exception to the rule, and the duties 
of his office are well administered. all fees in 
excess of his salary being turned over to the 
city treasury. 
THE CITY MARSHAL. 


The duties of this officer are ministerial.and | 


involve no financial risk. 


The expenses of | 


his office, the salaries of his deputies and his | 


own salary (34,000) are paid by the city. 

The incumbcnt testi$ed that the office need- 
ed no assistance from the State, though last 
year there was collected in state fees $7,600, 
of whieh he retained $5,000 in addition to 
his salary. 

THE CITY REGISTER. 

The City Regiater’s salary (33,000), and the 
salary of each of his clerks, and ail of the con- 
tingent expenses of bis office, are defrayed by 
the city. Last year he received $7,100 in 
fees through the Collector's office, which, to- 


from fees in his own office, he claims as right- 
ful perquisites. 
THE COLLECTOR 

receives asalary of $5,000 from the city and 
$5,000 from the State. His clerks and his 
deputies and all of his contingent expenses, 
aggregating about }$46,000, are paid by the 
municipal government. The act passed in 
Is77, under which the office is managed, de- 
signed that $10,000 should be the limit of the 
ccmpensation of the incumbent, but the laxity 
ofthe said law is such that his income ex- 
ceeds $40,000 annually. 

It may prove of interest to report specific- 
ally upon the management and investigation 
of this office. 

‘The committee, baving subpeenaed Mr. Ro- 
senblatt, required of him a sworn statement of 


his income from all sources, as derived 
through and by virtue of his office. Taking 
two days to consider the. several questions 
which had been propounded, he 
submitted a statement to the ef- 
fect that his imcome was, in - round 
numbers, $41,000 for the two last fiseal 


years of his incumbency, and that about $9,- 
(WW more was held, subjeet to litigation, by 
the city, but which he acknowledged due the 
State. 

He admitted, upon taking the stand, that 


which he had made through a private arrange- 
ment with a notary, by which the notarial fees 
were equally 
divided between them; and further admitted 
that in violation of and in disregard of a city 
ordinance requiring himto keep a deputy to 
take such acknowledgments and to pay such 
fees into the city treasury, he collected and re- 
tained such fees as perquisites. 

This was tre only indirect source of rev- 
enue which the Collector a@mitted sharing, 
though it was apparent that many Por mien. + 
of dollars additional were being collected, 
which could not be traced tothe city of St. 
Louis and certainly not to the Treasury of the

Interrogation of the Collector soon devel- 
oped the fact that-$1 25 had been charged for 
the investigation of the titles of real estate de- 
linguents, and of several lots’ ineluded 
in our investigation, there was charged said 
sum on each iot. He frankly admitted that 
he collected such sums without any warrant 
or authority of law whatsoever and that the 
charge was never enforced if an objection was 
urged. 

It vas subsequently proven that there were 
between seven and eight thousand of these de- 
linquents. 

& Tbe Collector was asked if any ‘‘divide’’ 
was made with his attorneys. He denied that 
there was, though it was proven that in 1878 
the amount of $272,500 was placed in the 
hands of five attorneys, and that one of them 
had alone nearly $200,000 of delinquent tax 
bills for collection and all of the larger cases. 

He was asekd if he had requested an attor- 
ney to run for the Legislature as his friend, 
and that he would give him ene-fifth of the 
attorney ’s fees of the office and that he (the 
attorney) would not even be required to ap- 
pear im court? 

He denied it. but admitted that he had offer- 
ed the said attorney the positon of one of his 
five attorneys as an inducement to enter the 
General Assembly, as he was interested in the 
po of a United States Senator from St. 

ouis. 

A consistent story, but how a United States 
Senator could be made by a Republican mem- 
ber was not explained. 

The Collector also denied any interest fin his 
official advertisements or that he received any 
rebate u them. | 

Mr. Wolcott, late manager of the Dispatch,

It was proven and not controverted that one 
Tlutzler bad quit the Collector’s Office im- 
debted to Mr. Rosenblatt several hundred 
dollars, and that the security upon the note 
‘one A. Veil) which had been executed for 


ently revealed that a 


such debt Was placed on the 
municipal pay roll at $150 er 
month, that the cashier of the office 


paid to Veil only $100 each month, and the 
remaining $50 was each month credited to 
said note until it was paid, and upon the can- 
cellation of the debt the same clerk-was placed 
on the pay-roll at $100 per month. Thus it 
was made manifest that a sworn officer of the 
city and of the State, by indirection, compelled 
the city whose revenues he handles to pay a 
private debt due to him through the prostitu- 
tion of his official patronage. After the Col- 
lector bad been excused, his manner having 
discredited his testimony, an investigation of 
the books of his office under 
a subpena duces tecum was 
instituted and soon developed that the income 
which could be positivelydraced to him dur- 
ing a period of eighteen months and thirteen 

days was $69,585 25. 

Additional thereto was the large sum which 
he testified his notary received, aggregating 
in two years about $10,000; all rebates on ofli- 
cial advertisements, which could not be esti- 
mated, but which Mr. Green testitied were 
worth between $15,000 and $20, 
000 annually; and the income 
of one of his attorneys, which, could the 
delinquent tax-bills have been collected dur- 
ing the current year, would have amounted to 
between $15, and $20,000 more. The Col- 
lector’s private account, as shown by the led- 
get, was then examined, and the said account 
tallied with the result of our investigation, as 
deduced from the books, with the exception 
that it did not show the commissions on back 
taxes. 

The total amount recefved as by account in 
ledger for => pope months was $62,089 72, te 
which should be added his notarial receipts, 
making the total as above, $69,585 25. 

When the result was announced the Collect- 
or appeared fora personal explanation. He 
stated that when he was questioned as to re- 
bates, he was thinking of something else; 
that he had forgotten toinclude his commis- 
sions or fees on the delinquent personal taxes 
for 1877; also some fee for 1878. As tothe 
twenty-five cents per tract collected under 
the law for the Register, but which by private 
arrangementghe received, he had not included 
it in his tabulated statement beeause the ex- 
pense incident to the making of the books was 
between $5,000 and $6,000, so thata positive 
loss resulted to him. 

In this connection it is proper to state that 
neither of his chief clerks knew of any ex- 
pense incurred which was not paid by the 
city. 

So much for the management and practices of 
this office, through which passes two-tifths of 
the revenue of our State. 

The Cireuit Clerk’s office was investigated 
and found to be well conducted and its fune- 
tions faithfully administered. 

As to the Probate Court and the Criminal 
Clerk, we have no recommendations to offer. 

THE SHERIFF’S OFFICE 
was investigated and found not to be a lucra- 
tive one. We recommend that the State 
functions now performed by the City Marshal 
be transferred to this office. 
IN ADDITION 
to the recommendations named, the commit- 
tee would urge the passage of Senate bill No. 
189 with such afnendments as may be deemed 
necessary, Which bill relates to the offices of 
< Register, Marshal, City Recorder, ete, 
We also recommend that the back tax law, 
as affecting compensation of attorneys, be 
amended. The Collector and Comptroller 
should be empowered to take notarial ac- 
knowledgments in connection with their of- 
fices, and any charge therefor prohibited. 
THE CIRCUIT CLERK’S FEES. 

The fee bill of the Circuit Clerk’s office 
should be reconstructed so as to eliminate all 
constructive costs, and the committee suggest 
that the Jaw be made general. A law should 
be enacted with penaliies, making advertising 
rebates illegal, preventing any officer of the 
law, administrators or persons holding pro- 
perty in trust from profiting by such rebates, 
and giving the benetit of such to the party en- 
titled thereto. 

A law should also be enacted giving any ag- 
grieved citizen asummary process by which 
any Justice of the Peace or any ministerial of- 
ficer, State, county or municipal, may be 
cited to appear before any court of record and 
show cause why he should not be removed 
from office for anv malfeasance or oppression 
in office, and particularly for charging any fee 
not allowed by law.

Views of Sir John Astley’s Rep- 
resentative. 


{From the New York Herald. } 

The interest in the participants in the late 
pedestrian match for the Astley belt. has not 
yet entirely subsided, as is evidenced by the 
number of strangers who still overwhelm 
them with visits and congratulations. Row- 
ell, of course, receives the largest share of 
these, but he acknowledges them with a very 
indifferent air, as if they were, in truth, a 
great bore. He wears his honors with a con- 
scious air, not withouta dash of arrogance, 
pardonable, perhaps, if not in the best of 


taste. The money proceeds of the match 
have not yet been divided, but 
a meeting of the represeatatives 
of all the parties will be held to-day 


for the purpose of determining the disputed 
question as to how much Mr. Daniel O’ Leary 
is to receive. This gentleman claims that un- 
less the agreemént of the second day of the 
race is carried out he will be deeply wronged, 
This agreement, it is asserted upon the other 
hand, was abrogated in a regular manner, as 


verbally provided by the makers of it, at the 
time of affixing their signatures. A reporter 
of the Herald called upon Mr. Hamilton Bus- 
by, edijor of the Turf, Field and Farm, yes- 
terday, and was informed that unless Mr. 
O’Leary should acceptthe $1,000 which had 
been tendered him he would receive nothing. 
THE GATE MONEY. 

Busby said that the agreement of the repre- 
sentatives of the walkers was drawn up very 
hastily, ang that he hesitated a long time be- 
fore signin it. Finally it was urged by Mr. 
Kelly and Mr. Walton that he should do so 
and should have the custody of the paper, with 
the privilege of destroying it if, on considera- 
tion, he did not wish to carry it out.

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A Glance at the New Members in 
the Forty-Sixth Congress.

In the House of Representatives of the 
Forty-sixth Congress, which began its sessions 
yesterday, there are 287 members, California 
having yet to elect her delegation of four 
members, and there being vacancies in New 
York and Texas, caused by the deaths of 
Messrs. Alexander Smith and Gustave Schlei- 
cher. Of these 287 members 155 served in the 
last House, while many of the new members 
have at previous times been Representatives. 
No member of the last House went up to the 


Senate. Death was unusually busy in the 
House during the Forty-fifth Congress, 


Messrs. Julian Hartridge of Georgia, Alpheus 
S. Williams of Michigan, John I. Leonard of 
Louisiana, Frank Welch of Nebraska, Ter- 
ence J. Quinn of New York, Gustave Schleich- 
er of Texas, and Beverley B. Douglas of Vir- 
ginia, being cut down. Of these gentlemen 
but one, Mr. Schleicher, had been re-elected 
to Congress. Of their successors, where the 
vacancies were filled, Messrs. John M, Bailey 
of New York, and R. L. T. Beale of Virginia, 
are members of the present House. 

Anumber of very notable members of the 
Hiouse are among those retired, among them 
being Messrs. Carter 1. Harrison,(Dem.), of 
] linois, the author of the famous Marine 
Land speech; Horatio C. Burchard, of Uli- 
nois, Minister Washburne’s successor, now 
director of the Mint; John R. Eden, of LIli- 
nois, the Chairman of the Committee on 
Southern Claims; William A. Phillips, of 
Kansas; Milton J. Durham, of Kentucky; Eu- 
gene Hale,of Maine; Thomas Swann,of Mary- 
land, Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs: Nathaniel P. Banks, of Massacuu- 
setts, now United States Marshal, and Gen.B. 
k. Btffer, who hopes to be Governor; the 
late Gen. A. S. Williams, of Michigan; 


Robert A. Hatcher, of Missouri; John M. 
Glover, of Missouri, the investigator; Abram 
S. Hewitt, Clarkson N. Potter, George M. 
Beebe, Martin I. Townsend and George A. 
Bagley, of New York; Curtis H. Brogden and 
Alired M. Waddell, of North Carolina; Milton 
Sayler, Henry B. Banning, Americus V. Rice

There wilt be no colored Representative in 
Congress this session, and but one Senator of 
African descent, Mr. Bruce, of Mississippi. 
As a rule the Southern States have made but 
slight changes in their delegations, for, though 
Alabama returned but three of the eight Con- 


icuse, Arkansas makes but one change in 
four districts: Florida, none; Georgia, three 


in nine; Kentucky, three in ten; Louisiana, 


one in six; Mississippis none ; 
North Carolina, four in eight 


(three of these are to be attributed to change 
of the political complexion of the districts); 
South Carolina, three in five (the three new 
members having been Democratic nominees in 
1876): Tennessee, fourinten (one due to a 
change); Texas, twoin six (one due to a 
change); Virginia, three in nine, and West 
Virginia none. Of the Northern States, Wis- 
copsin and Massachusetts are the most faith- 
fulto their members, returning respectively 
seven of eight and nine of eleven. 

Of the new members many have already 


scribed as menof promise. Mr. Burwell B. 
Lewis, of Alabama, served in the Forty-fourth 
Congress ee Mr. Poindexter Dunn, 
the new member from Arkansas, showed in
